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CSUS Starts 
‘Pay As You Go’ Plan

Free visitor parking is a thing of 
the pastat CSUS. Ata cost of $100 
each, meters are being installed in 
all spaces previously offered to 
visitors at no charge. 

An initial grant of $10,000 was 
received from the Cha ncellor’s par- 
king revenue fund to purchase 100 
machines. This action came as a 
result of the ad hoc parking com- 
mittee’s recommendation to 
eliminate free visitor parking 

John Cox, dean of campus 
facilities, cites “abuse of visitor 
privileges” as the primary reason 
for changing to metered lots. As of 
now, only those with “courtesy per- 
mits” will be allowed to park at no 
cost. Such passes will be given to 
those providing a free service to 
either the students, faculty or staff 
of CSUS 

Chief of Security Don Yelver- 
ton stated that in addition to the 
existing visitor lots near the ad- 


ministration, speech. engineering 
and bookstore buildings, meters 
will be proposed for “key 
locations” where an “unusual flow” 
is noted 

Gordon Landsness, director of 
maintenance, said his staff was 
installing the meters ina very “low 
key” operation. Landsness also 
stated that inthe future, meters will 
be installed “wherever pressure 
develops.” 

The 10-cent-an-hour revenue 
from visitor parking along with 
regular parking fees and 50% of 
citations collected will go into the 
parking revenue fund of the 19 
state colleges and universities 

Parking fees at all state colleges 
and universities were raised this 
year for the purpose of expanding 
parking facilities according to 
need. There are 5,800 parking 
spaces at CSUS fora student body. 
faculty and staff of 20,000, yet 
plans submitted months ago for a 
new lot have not been approved

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Faculty Senate Finds Coffee Machine

The Faculty Senate decided 
Wednesday that the location of the 
nearest coffee machine was in the 
Economics office 

The Faculty Senate also passed 
a resolution urging President James 
Bond to follow “the time honored 
tradition of faculty participationin 
selection of administrators who 
directly affect the responsibilities 
and interests of the faculty.” This 
was in response to a proposal made 
by the administration concerning 
the procedure for faculty con- 
sultation in the up-coming ap- 
pointment of a new Associte Vice- 
President 

The administration proposed 
that Associate Vice-President for 
Administration John Cox screen 
the candidates for the new post 
(which is under the Vice-President 
for Academic Affairs) and submit a 
list of about four names to the 
Faculty Senate for its approval or 


disapproval! 
Following the passage of the 
senate resolution. Senate Chair 


Dick Cleveland said that the ad- 
ministration and the senate had 
differing views on what constituted 
“faculty consultation.” 


The senate passed unanimously 
a resolution calling for the Senate 
Executive Committee to study the 
formation of ad hoc committees by 
the administration. This is in res- 
ponse to a situation which has 
evolved wherein the ad- 
ministration has established com- 
mittees whose functions have been, 
or are currently being, performed 
by senate committees. Cleveland 
cited a number of specific instances 
where this had occured 


One instance, wherein the ad- 
ministration had established a 
committee before informing the 
senate, was the recent es- 
tablishment of a Task Force on 
Management Information S ystems 
(MIS). This task force has been as- 
signed the job of preparing data to 


be used in the proposed es- 
talblishment of a Planning- 


Programming-Budgeting System 
(APBS). This system will consist of 
the computer coalition of such fac- 
tors as number of students per 
department, amount of money 
spent, amount of faculty, and 
others — all of which will be ap- 
plied to a framework of goals and 
objectives. Such a report would be 
of great use to the administration 
for managerial purposes 


The MIS task force was created 
by the administration, and then 
presented to the senate on Oct. 19. 
According to Cleveland, there were 
rumors prior to this that such a 
committee was being formed, but 
the Faculty Senate was never con- 
sulted about it 


Academic Vice-President 
Darrel Inabnit said, “The ad- 
ministration has aright to establish 
a task force of its own.” The reason 
the Faculty Senate was not con- 
sulted, he said, was because this 
task force is merely a technical 
committee, set up to accumulate 
the data which will be used in the
